Thousands Attend Peaceful 
Black Lives Matter Vigil

As many as 5,000 sup- 
porters of the Black Lives 
Matter movement attended 
a peaceful vigil in Quincy 
Center followed by a march 
through the city to protest 
the death of George Floyd 
and other black Americans 
at the hands of law enforce- 
ment. 

Supporters of the move- 
ment gathered the evening 
of June 2 on the Hancock- 
Adams Common in Quincy 
Center. Many of those in 
attendance carried signs 


with messages such as “I 
can’t breathe,” “enough is 
enough” and “no justice, 
no peace.” At the end of the 
vigil, those in attendance 
marched along Hancock 
Street to North Quincy and 
back. 

The demonstration was 
one of many held nationwide 
since the death of Floyd, an 
unarmed black man alleg- 
edly killed by a Minneapolis 
police officer on May 25. 
That officer has since been 


charged with second-degree 
murder and three other of- 
ficers present during the 
arrest have charged with 
aiding and abetting second- 
degree murder. — 

Sue Doherty, one of 
the organizers of the vigil, 
had emphasized that it was 
meant to be a peaceful dem- 
onstration. She was sur- 
prised by the strong turnout. 

“I thought maybe 25, 50 
people might be standing on 
the corner tonight,” Doherty 


said. “It’s wonderful to see ~ 


so many people here.” 

The demonstration, she 
continued, was not an anti- 
police event.

Campaign To Raise Funds In Support Of Most Vulnerable During COVID-19 Crisis 


Father Bill’s & Main- 
Spring (FBMS), a regional 
provider of emergency shel- 
ter and housing, announces 
a new fundraising campaign 
as an alternative to its an- 
nual FoodFest event, which 
has been canceled this year 
due to the COVID-19 crisis.

FoodFest, which FBMS 
hosted for 25 years straight, 
has been the signature fund- 
raising event for a non-profit 
that provides emergency 
shelter to approximately 260 
individuals per night and 
more than 130 families per 
night. Last year, FoodFest, 
in’ partnership with more 
than 35 local restaurants, 
raised more than $350,000 
to support FBMS’ mission 
to end homelessness on 
the South Shore and across 
Southern Massachusetts. 

The loss of FoodFest rev- 
enue comes as FBMS grap- 
ples with the unprecedented 
challenges created by the 
COVID-19 crisis. The agen- 
cy has invested in additional 
staff and shelter sites in or- 
der to allow for social dis- 
tancing among guests, and 
has invested in other items, 
such as PPE, handwashing 
stations, and cleaning sup- 
plies, to help guests feel 
safe and comfortable. In ad- 
dition, as a result of a tem- 
porary loss of its volunteer 


workforce, FBMS is pur- 
chasing extra food to make 
sure all guests have access 
to three meals per day. 

“The agency estimates 
that keeping the shelters 
open and safe during the 
pandemic has resulted in an 
additional $125,000 each 
month that must be raised in 
private donations.

The School Committee 
has been discussing plans 
for this year’s graduation 
ceremonies since April. 
School officials had initially 
said they would hold virtual 
ceremonies this week on the 
original graduation dates 
but left open the possibility 
of an in-person event later 
in the summer. More than 
2,000 people signed a peti- 
tion in early May asking for 
the graduation ceremonies 
to be moved to a later date 
in the summer in lieu of the 
virtual ceremonies. ° 

The school system did 
release senior tribute videos 
this week on the original 
graduation dates. 

The state guidelines for 
graduation ceremonies al- 
lows them to be held out- 
doors starting July 19, pro- 
vided public health data 
supports doing so. The cere- 
monies must be kept as brief 
as possible. 

The guidelines limit at- 
tendance to graduates and 
members of their immediate 
family only. Pre-registration 
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would be required and only 
those who register would be 
allowed to attend. Children 
under the age of 5, older 
adults and those with vul- 
nerable health conditions 
are _discouraged from at- 
tending. 

The state guidelines also 
require that’ attendees who 
are not immediate family 
members sit six feet apart; 
immediate family members 
could sit next to each other. 
Graduates would also need 
to be spaced six feet apart. 

Plans must also be in 
place to ensure orderly en- 
trance.and exit from the sta- 
dium. Communal gatherings 
would not be allowed before 
or after the ceremony. That 
means graduates would not 
be able to pose for photo- 
graphs after the ceremony 
like they traditionally do. 

Everyone ‘in attendance 
would be required to wear 
masks, except those who 
cannot do so because of a 
medical condition. Those 
who speak at the ceremony 
would be allowed to remove 
their mask when addressing 
the audience, 

The guidelines recom- 
mend graduates walk across 
the stage individually and 
adjust their tassels in lieu 
of receiving their diplomas. 
Diplomas could still be 
handed out in a safe way, 
however, such as placing it 
on a table for a graduate to 
pick up. Hugging and hand 
shaking would not be al- 
lowed, 
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Scenes From Yesterday 


THIS 1907 postcard 
printed in Germany is a 
view of the old sightseeing 
observatory that was on 
the top of Great Hill at the 
end of Houghs Neck. The 
tower was built in 1901 
by Quincy contractor 
William Lofgren who also 
built many of the Quincy 
churches of the time with 
wooden steeples. The tow- 
er was octagon in shape 
and about 25 feet wide 
at the base tapering to 12 
feet at the top, rising 50 
feet high with a 25-foot 
pole at the top flying a 
12-foot flag. Lofgren’s 
company built it in three 
weeks. The tower was 
built for Andrew Odom, a 
young civil engineer who 
worked for the city and 
was also an entrepreneur. 
He had the tower built as 
an investment; he placed 
a powerful telescope at 
the top and charged five 
cents for admission. At 
over 130 feet above sea 
level, the view on a clear 
day was fantastic; be- 
sides all of Boston Har- 
bor and Quincy Bay it 
included Gloucester to the 
north, Provincetown to 
the east and Plymouth to 
the south. The tower was 
later fully enclosed and 
converted into a summer 
cottage. It burned to the 
ground in 1939,

Graduates’ Ideals 


In his speech to the 1,103 combined graduates of Quincy 
High, North Quincy, and the Vocational-Technical School, 
Mayor James R. McIntyre praised the students for their val- 
ues, particularly the willingness to question traditional poll- 
cies and values. 

Reflecting on the Vietnam War and other issues facing 
the nation, McIntyre said the graduates’ accomplishments 
and ideals reflected those of two prominent Quincy natives 
— Presidents John and John Quincy Adams. 

“You Quincy students reflect the accomplishments and 
ideals of these two men. We parents, administrators, teach- 
ers, and friends can recall when the aims of sons and daugh- 
ters was to grow into a society of elders,” the mayor stated 
during his speech at Veterans’ Memorial Stadium. 

“But you — inexperienced and untouched by the depres- 
sions, dictators, tyranny, world wars, and times when com- 
munism meant Stalin’s death camps and Hungary — bring 
us to an unrelenting questioning of traditional values and 
policies of the elders.” 

“You see the inconsistencies between rhetoric and real- 
ity. You see poverty in Appalachia and here in Quincy, and 
the very wealthy paying no taxes at all. 

“You see the hunger and malnutrition in all areas of our 
nation, and the government subsidies to farmers who do not 
grow crops. 

“And you young men and women sitting before me ques- 
tion a war which siphons funds from education, medicine, 
transportation, space exploration — all areas of American 
society — to support a struggle which seems to be widening, 
not ending.” 

“You question the rationale behind this misuse of our 
young high school and college graduates. As a father | wel- 
come this questioning. And I think this dissent of youth 
reflects the questions we adults are asking ourselves.” 

The graduating class’s chosen theme was ‘Listen!’ Stu- 
dents Beth Gabel and David Fingers of North Quincy High 
and Carla Errichiello and David Goroff of Quincy High all 
reflected on the theme in their speeches. 

Christine Wahlberg, president of the QHS graduating 
class, gave the welcome. North class president Michael 
Martin introduced the mayor.

Social Security Matters. 
How Do I Apply 
With Social Security 
Offices Closed?

Dear Rusty: I am 64 years old and would like advice 
on how to move forward to apply for Social Security now 
instead of waiting until I am the “magic” age of 66.5 years. 


Signed: Ready for Retirement 


Dear Ready for Retirement: All Social Security offices 
are currently closed to public visits, but they are still provid- 


ing telephone services (although telephone wait times are 
usually longer these days). You can apply over the phone if 
you wish. However, the most efficient way to apply for your 
Social Security benefit, especially during the COVID-19 
pandemic, is to apply online. You will need to create your 
personal “My Social Security” account prior to applying on- 
line, but that is easy to do at www.ssa.gov/myaccount. For 
information, Social Security uses a “two-factor” identifica- 
tion process for security purposes, usually by asking you to 
enter, in addition to your password, a special ID code sent 
to your cell phone (or email).. Once you have set up your 
personal account, you can use the online application process 
at www.ssa.gov/retire. 

Here is a link to a short video from Social Security which 
explains the online application process: www.ssa.gov/hlp/ 
video/iclaim_101 htm. When you start the online process, be 
sure to write down the reentry code, which will allow you 
to save and re-enter your online application as many times 
"as needed before you finally submit it. Once it is submitted, 
Social Security will call you or write you to get any addi- 

tional information they need. A couple of things I want to be 
sure you are aware of: 

By claiming before your full retirement age (FRA) your 
benefit amount will be permanently reduced. The reduction 
is about 0.556% per month prior to your FRA that you claim 
(at 64, a reduction of about 15%). 

Finally, if you are still working, you'll be subject to So- 
cial Security’s earnings test until you reach your full retire- 
ment age. If you start benefits mid-year 2020, you’ll be sub- 
ject to a monthly earnings limit of $1520, and if you exceed 
that limit you won’t be eligible for benefits for that month. 
The following years you'll be subject to an annual limit, 
until you reach your FRA when there is no longer a limit to 
how much you can earn,

By WAYNE WESTCOTT 
Walking is an_ excel- 
lent exercise for burning 
calories and for improving 
cardiovascular fitness.. Re- 
cent research has revealed 
that faster walking is su- 
perior to slower walking, 
especially for reducing fat 
in the abdominal area. In a 
recent research study, over- 
weight women who walked 
at a faster pace lost signifi- 
cantly more abdominal fat 
than those who walked at 
a slower pace, even though 
both groups did the same to- 
tal amount of walking over a 
six-month period. 

The most effective ap- 
proach for increasing your 
walking speed is an exer- 
cise protocol called interval 
training. Interval training 
alternates periods of faster- 
paced activity with periods 
of slower-paced activity. 
For example, if you nor- 
mally walk two miles in 40 
minutes your average walk- 


ing pace’is 20 minutes per - 


mile. Let’s say your goal is 
to walk two miles in 32 min- 
utes, for an average walking 
pace of 16 minutes per mile. 
At this point in your training 
you are not capable of walk- 
ing this fast for 32 minutes. 
However, you could sustain 
a walking pace of 16 minute 
per mile for two minutes. 
After two minutes at this 
relatively fast pace you may 


As Businesses Reopen, A Good Plan And 


With the economy trying 
to overcome the effects of 
COVID-19 and the nation’s 
political unrest, business 
leaders face a challenge like 
never before as stores and 
offices reopen and try to lure 
back customers and clients. 

“Even before our cur- 
rent crisis, it’s always been 


need to slow down in order 
to recover, but you can still 
continue walking at a slow- 
er pace. For example, after 
walking for two minutes at a 
pace of 16 minutes per mile, 
you could decrease your 
walking speed to a pace of 
22 minutes per mile. After 
walking for two minutes ‘at 
this slower pace you should 
be sufficiently recovered to 
walk another two minutes 
at a pace of 16 minutes per 
mile. You can then slow 
down to a pace of 22 min- 
utes per mile pace for two 
minutes to recover. Your 
goal is to continue alternat- 
ing two minutes of faster 
walking (higher effort in- 
tervals) with two minutes 
of slower walking (recovery 
intervals) until you com- 
plete your two-mile walking 
distance. 

Although you have 
walked the same distance 
as usual, the faster-paced 
segments make this exer- 
cise session more effective 
physiologically and more 
interesting psychologically. 
Why would faster walking 
segments interspersed with 
slower walking segments 
elicit more cardiovascular 
conditioning than a steady 
walking pace? Basically, 
the intensity of your exer- 
cise activity is the key to 
your fitness improvements.

some exercise physiology 
researchers believe that the 
major stimulus for increas- 
ing heart pumping capac- 
ity (the amount of blood 
pumped each time the heart 
contracts) occurs immedi- 
ately following a moderate 
to hard bout of exercise. 
Because interval walking 
provides several bouts of 
relatively hard exercise, the 
heart receives more stimuli 
for improving its pumping 
capacity. 

Although the two-minute 
faster walking intervals are 
relatively brief, they are long 
enough to provide enhanced 
cardiovascular conditioning 
when repeated several times 
during the two-mile walk. 
Let’s say that you do nine 
faster-paced § two-minute 
intervals and nine slower- 
paced two-minute intervals, 
for a total walking duration 
of 36 minutes. You actu- 
ally performed 18 minutes

of faster-paced walking for 
increased _ cardiovascular 
benefit. 

Psychologically, chang- 
ing your walking pace every 
two minutes makes the ex- 
ercise session more interest- 
ing and engaging, as well 
as more challenging. Also, 
the faster-paced walking in- 
tervals make your standard 
walking pace seem slower 
by comparison, which is a 
significant perception from 
a performance perspective. 

As you become better 
conditioned physiologically 
and more accustomed to a 
faster walking pace psycho- 
logically, you should (grad- 
ually and _ progressively) 
attain higher fitness levels. 
Once you can comfortably 
perform this walking work- 
out, consider the follow- 
ing options. for achieving 
further aerobic fitness im- 
provements. - 

One option is to increase 
the length of the faster- 
paced intervals to three 
minutes, while keeping 
the slower-paced intervals 
to two-minutes. The next 
step in this progression is 
four-minute faster-intervals 
with two-minute recovery 
intervals. When you can 
complete five-minute faster 
intervals, I recommend re- 
ducing the slower intervals 
to just one minute. From 
this point, you should soon

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be capable of walking the 
entire distance at the faster 
pace, thereby achieving 
your goal of two-miles in 32 
minutes. 

Another alternative is to 
continue training with two- 
minute intervals, gradu- 
ally increasing the speed of 
both the faster-paced and 
the slower-paced segments. 
This, too, results in less time 
to complete the two-mile 
distance while maintaining 
the interval training proto- 
col. Of course, there are nu- 
merous variations of these 
training programs, namely, 
manipulating the speed and 
duration of the faster and 
slower walking intervals. 

In my opinion, it may 
be best to alternate inter- 
val walking workouts with 
standard walking sessions. 
For example, you may do 
steady-paced two-mile 
walks on Mondays and 
Thursdays, and do interval- 
paced two-mile walks on 
Tuesdays and Fridays. Two 
interval training sessions

each week should be more 
than sufficient for excellent 
progress towards higher fit- 
ness levels and enhanced 
cardiovascular condition- 
ing. 

A final note, for those 
who typically walk on a 
track, you may prefer to 
do distance intervals rather 
than time intervals. For 
example, you may do a 
faster-paced lap (which is 
one-quarter mile) followed 
by a slower-paced lap. A 
two-mile distance would 
therefore consist of four 
faster laps alternated with 
four slower laps. If this is 
too challenging, begin by 
doing half a lap at a faster 
pace followed by half a lap 
at a slower pace.

2021. “Some businesses 
aren’t going to be able to 
reopen at all, and that in- 


cludes big retail chains and 


local mom-and-pop stores,” — 


Witty says. “That’s going to 
have a ripple effect in the 
economy.” So, as much as 
everyone may hope for a 
quick turnaround, it’s still 
best to make your plans 
based on the idea that the 
economic downturn will last 
a long while, he says. 

_ © Stay optimistic. These 
are the most challenging 
circumstances any business 
has faced in at least the last 
50 years, Witty says. De- 
spite that, business leaders 
and their employees can’t 
let gloom rule their feel- 
ings and emotions. “When 
you’re going through tough 
times,” he says, “‘it’s better 
to have an optimistic atti- 
tude than a pessimistic at- 
titude.” 

“As a_ businessperson, 
my hope is that we’ve al- 
ready seen the bottom, and 
that each month going for- 
ward the economy will get 
better,” Witty says. “With 
that said, there is no play- 
book for this. But the busi- 
nesses where leaders and 
employees all work togéth- 
er, plan carefully, and try 
to keep a positive attitude 
are the ones most likely to 
emerge in good shape when 
this is over.”

Diaper rash is a general- 
ized term representing any 
skin irritation that develops 
in the diaper covered region. 
While there are several 
broad categories of causes 
of diaper rash, contact irri- 
tation is the most common 
culprit. While diaper rash is 
commonly thought to affect 
infants and toddlers, any in- 
dividual wearing a diaper, 
for example an incontinent 
adult, is a candidate to ac- 
quire this dermatitis. 

Parents often mistakenly 
feel that the rash is a visual 
representation of inadequate 
caretaking skills. However, 
parents need to understand 
that the basic origins for 
this common kind of skin 
irritation are still under ac- 
tive discussion in the field 
of dermatology and that 
neglectful parenting is not 
among the probable factors. 
In the United States, diaper 
dermatitis represents about 


10%-20% of all skin disor- 
ders managed by a general 
pediatrician. While the rash 
may arise as early as the 
first week of life, the most 
frequent time period is be- 
tween 9-12 months of age. 
There are numerous cate- 
gories of causes for this der- 
matitis. First and foremost 
is contact dermatitis. Skin 
involvement may _ contrast 
from mild redness to erosion 
of the top layers of skin. 
What differentiates con- 
tact diaper dermatitis from 
other causes of diaper rash 
is that it rarely involves the 
skin fold regions; therefore 
it rarely affects areas not in 
contact with urine or stool. 
Skin infections comprise 
the next most common cat- 
egory of diaper rash. Bac- 
teria (Staph and Strep) and 
yeast/fungal (Candida) are 
common causes of diaper 
rash. Normally both of these 
types of infections tend to 
result from a disruption 
of skin integrity and over- 
whelming the usual defense 


mechanisms of skin in this. 


diaper region. Staph and 


Strep bacterial infections 


are commonly termed impe- 
tigo. Characteristic descrip- 
tions of impetigo include 
small (1-2 mm) blisters and 
pustules that tend to eas- 
ily rupture leaving multiple 
erosions in an area of gen- 


eralized skin irritation. Can- 
dida diaper dermatitis also 
has several unique patterns. 
The rash is characterized by 
zones of bright red skin with 
a sequence of distinct 2-4 
mm lesions at the borders of 
the irritated skin. In contrast 
to contact dermatitis, Candi- 
da is commonly only found 
in the skin folds creases and 
often around the anal region. 
These infectious causes of 
diaper dermatitis can, as a 
rule, be diagnosed by visual 
inspection alone. 

Allergic reactions are 
a less common cause of 
diaper rash. Frequently as- 
sociated allergens are fra- 
grances and components of 
the diaper and wipes. These 
regions often have well- 
defined regions of redness 
with superficial vesicles and 
erosions. 

In addition to the com- 
mon place causes of diaper 
rash, there are also a few 
very atypical causes of this 
problem. Unusual infec- 
tions, metabolic and nutri- 
tional deficiency issues, im- 
munodeficiency problems 
and malignancies can all be 
implicated. Unfortunately, 
child abuse (hot-water im- 
mersion, extreme neglect 
to infant hygiene) can also 
present as a diaper rash. 

Due to the fact that a dia- 
per rash may involve ero- 


sion of the superficial skin 
layers, pustules or small 
blisters, diaper changing 
may be mildly uncomfort- 
able to the child. 

The best treatment for 
diaper rash is avoidance of 
the causative agents which 
led to the contact irritation 
and to regions developing 
secondarily infected by skin 
bacteria or yeast. Frequent 
diaper changes limit expo- 
sure of stool and urine to the 
area and remain the basis for 
prevention and management 
of diaper dermatitis. 

Should a rash develop, 
modest cleansing with water 
and soft cloths tends to be 
less irritating to the injured 
skin than disposable wipés. 
Recurrent application of one 
of the many diaper ointments 
containing either petroleum 
jelly (Vaseline) or zinc ox- 
ide (Desitin) provides an 
effective barrier against 
skin irritants and reduces 
friction to inflamed skin. If 
the diaper rash is markedly 
irritated by the rubbing nec- 
essary for suitable hygiene, 
then using a cream or oint- 
ment such as Vaseline as a 
barrier may be an important 
consideration. If sticky stool 
hinders cleaning, it may be 
more easily removed after 
application of mineral oil to 
the area. Generally pediatri- 
cians find little benefit from

using cornstarch or talcum 
powder and the potential 
risk of: aspiration of these 
powders underscores their 
general lack of significant 
effectiveness. High-concen- 
tration baking soda or boric- 
acid baths are to be avoided 
due to possibility of toxicity 
correlated with an increased 
rate of absorption due to 
skin breakdown. 

If circumstances allow, 
open-air exposure of the ir- 
ritated skin is also extremely 
effective in helping clear up 
diaper rash. Many children 
have a therapeutic response 
to merely sitting in a warm- 
water bath twice daily for 
15-20 minutes per session. 

Should these measures 
not provide a substantial 
response within two to 
three days, the possibility 
of a secondary bacterial or 
yeast infection must be con- 
sidered. The area affected 
should be examined by a 
pediatrician for a definitive 
diagnosis and treatment op- 
tions. Several topical antibi- 
otic ointments are available 
for therapy in these situa- 
tions. High-potency steroid 
creams and neomycin-con- 
taining ointments are to be 
avoided and can lead to ad- 
ditional irritation.

the likelihood of contact 
type diaper rash. In real- 
ity, the opposite seems to 
be true. The absorbent gel 
material found in most of 
today’s disposable diapers 
draws wetness away from 
the skin area, thus aiding in 
promoting a healthier diaper 
area. 
The prognosis for dia- 
per rashes is excellent. The 
routine therapies discussed 
should provide a speedy and 
successful response. If little 
or no improvement is ob- 
served then this should alert 
parents to have an evalua- 
tion by their pediatrician to 
rule out uncommon condi- 
tions assOciated with a dia- 
per rash. Regrettably, diaper 
rashes often may recur. It is 
very important for parents to 
recognize that development 
of a diaper rash is not a re- 
flection of their parenting 
skills. Instead, it is just one 
of the multitudes of chal- 
lenges associated with par- 
enthood.

A Tribute From The Children Of Retiring Crime Prevention Officer & 36-Year Veteran 


At the end of June, Lt. 
Daniel Minton of the Quin- 
cy Police Department will 
officially retire from the 
QPD following a 36-year 
commitment to the QPD, 
and 40-year commitment to 
the job. 

Lt. Minton first became a 
police officer in 1980 for the 
Concord, N.H. Police De- 
partment. He attended the 
N.H. State Police Academy 
and worked as a patrolman 
in Concord, where he met 
his late wife, Joanne, a nurs- 
ing student at the time. 

After four years in Con- 
cord, Lt. Minton was finally 
offered the job he so desper- 
ately hoped for - a police of- 
ficer in the city that he was 
born and raised: Quincy. In 
August 1984, he was hired 
by the QPD and worked as 
a patrolman in the Houghs 
Neck area. 

In 1987, Lt. Minton be- 
gan creating criminal justice 
courses for Quincy College 
and taught while working for 
the QPD and attending Ana 
Maria College for a Mas- 
ter’s in Police Administra- 
tion. Soon after graduating 
in 1988, he was promoted to 
sergeant in 1992, where he 
began working in Internal 
Affairs in the Chief’s Office 
working closely with Crime 
Prevention Unit * Officer, 
Robert Hanna, and Nancy 
Griffin. During this time, Lt. 
Minton focused on student 
police academies for both 
Quincy high schools, self- 
defense courses, and senior 
citizen academies alongside 
Hanna. 

In 2001, he returned to 
the streets of Quincy as a 
patrol sergeant, only to be 
promoted in 2005 as a lieu- 
tenant, hence earning his 
well-known Forrest Gump 
title of “Lt. Dan.” His new 
promotion brought him to 
the role that he was always 
meant to fill: Crime Preven- 
tion Unit, where he focused 
on bike safety, safety pro-

grams, Car seat installations, 
self-defense programs, com- 
munity and ward meetings, 
and QATV programs. His 
role in the Crime Prevention 
Unit continued as he worked 
with LoJack, Project Help 
and federal grants for traffic 
violations. 

In 2013, he created the 
Anti-Crime Unit which in- 
creased police involvement 
within the community. Lt. 
Minton col- 
laborations with Eastern 
Nazarene College, Quin- 
cy College, the Thomas 
Crane Public Library, 1250 
Hancock, the MBTA, and 
YMCA; creating partner- 
ships that shaped safer com- 
munities within the city. 

By 2017, the Anti-Crime 
Unit expanded and began 
undercover work, surveil- 
lance, and community out- 
reach while also continuing 
to promote bike safety and 
other community safety pro- 
grams. In addition, the unit 
led by Lt. Minton partnered 
with landlords in keeping 
the communities of Quincy 
safe, and utilizing evictions 
when needed. 

By 2018, self-defenses 
course had increased in 
Quincy as well as a new 
course training individuals 
on how to use pepper spray. 
The Anti-Crime Unit and 
Crime Prevention Unit was 
continually growing and de- 
veloping to aid in the ongo- 
ing needs of the city. 

While Lt. Minton’s. ca- 
reer is impressive, he will 
mostly be known for com- 
munity outreach that went 
beyond his titles. 

In 2005, Lt. Minton re- 
introduced the Early Bird 
Basketball program at Cen- 
tral, Sterling, Atlantic and 
Broad Meadows as a tribute 
to his middle school bas- 
ketball coach, Coach Mario 
(Mike) Casali, who started 
the before-school basketball 
program at Central when Lt. 
Minton was a student. The 


focused on 
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revitalization of the pro- 
gram allowed hundreds of 
Quincy’s athletes to partici- 
pate in athletics while build- 
ing therapeutic relationships 
with teachers and officers. 

In 2010, he expanded his 
love for basketball and com- 
munity outreach by creating 
the summer basketball pro- 
grams “Cops in the Park” 
where Police Officers would 
spend summer evenings 
playing pick-up basketball 
in Quincy’s parks. In ad- 
dition, he helped organize 
Quincy Police Department 
Blood Drives and Safety 
Fairs throughout the city 
that benefited local families 
and hospitals. 

Lt. Minton would fre- 
quently read books to el- 
ementary classrooms and 
spent time in Senior Seminar 
classes in both high schools 
discussing safety, especially 
in regards to drunk driving 
and prom safety, while also 
introducing students to new 
aspects of law enforcement. 

Lt. Minton was frequent- 
ly seen on the job riding 
his police bike through the 
Hancock-Adams Common, 
driving McGruff in the 
holiday parades, or on the 
basketball court- promoting 
what he loved the most; a

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Phase 2 Of Re-Opening Underway In Massachusetts 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Restaurants and retailers 
were allowed to ramp up 
Operations starting on Mon- 
day and a number of other 
businesses, including child- 
care centers, day camps, and 
outdoor recreation facilities, 
were able to re-open as the 
state entered phase two of 
Gov. Charlie Baker’s four- 
phased plan to re-open the 
economy. 

Health care providers can 
also begin offering preven- 
tative services this week. 

Many businesses had 
been closed or otherwise re- 
quired to scale back opera- 
tions since mid-March amid 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Phase one of the re-opening 
plan — which allowed con- 
struction, © manufacturing 
and houses of worship to 
re-open and offices to bring 
back workers within new 
occupancy limits — started 
May 18. 

Baker on Saturday said 
the latest data concerning 


the spread of COVID-19 in 
Massachusetts would allow 
the second phase to begin 
effective Monday. Since 
mid-April, the seven-day 
average for the positive CO- 
VID-19 test rate is down 82 
percent, the governor sdid, 
while the three-day aver- 
age of hospitalized patients 
is down 55 percent, and the 
number of hospitals in surge 
is down 76 percent. 


During a press confer- - 


ence at the State House, 
Baker credited Massachu- 
setts residents for their ef- 
forts to slow the spread of 
COVID-19. 

“This terrible virus and 
the terrible toll it takes will 
be with us until there are 
medical breakthroughs with 
respects to treatments or 
vaccines, but thanks to your 
hard work and your sacrific- 
es, we're bringing the fight 
to the virus and we’re mov- 
ing forward,” he said. 

“We’ve asked a lot of 
everybody here in the com- 


monwealth — every family, 
every business, every em- 
ployer, every government 
agency, every individual — 
to get to this point. So far, 
we have made tremendous 
progress. We’ve been suc- 
cessful in bending the curve 
on COVID-19 and the met- 
rics reflect progress.” 

The governor said resi- 
dents should continue tak- 
ing the precautions they 
have been taking even as the 
second phase begins. 

“Please do your part to 
continue to socially dis- 
tance, wear face coverings, 
practice good hygiene [and] 
stay home if you feel sick, 
because that all helps us 
keep moving Massachusetts 
in the right direction,” Bak- 
er said. 

Restaurants — which had 
been limited to delivery 
and carryout service since 
March — were allowed to 
start offering outdoor table 
service on Monday. Indoor 
table service could begin 


later in the second phase, 
depending on public health 
data. 

As part of the new regu- 
lations for restaurants, ta- 
bles must be spaced six feet 
apart and parties are limited 
to six people. Customers 
are also required to wear a 
mask when entering and ex- 
iting a restaurant, and when 
they walk around, but can 
remove them while sitting 
down. 

Baker in an executive 
order earlier this month 
streamlined the process for 
restaurant owners who wish 
to open new outdoor spaces. 
Quincy restaurant owners 
looking to add a new out- 
door dining area or expand 
an existing one have been 
able to apply online to do so- 
at quincyma.gov since last 


- week. 


“All you need to do is 
provide a little sketch and 
some basic information and 
you will get the approval 
rather quickly and there is 


no fee,” Mayor Thomas 
Koch said during his June 4 
daily update. 

Koch said restaurants 
can apply to use their park- 
ing lots as an outdoor dining 
space. Restaurants can also 
use sidewalks for outdoor 
seating, provided enough 
space would remain to meet 
accessibility requirements. 
In some areas, parking lanes 
could be removed from city 
streets so tables could be 
accommodated on the side- 
walk. 

“We are trying to help 
you get back in business and 
give you an opportunity to 
serve our residents and those 
visiting our city,” Koch said. 
“We are doing everything 
we can to make it as easy 
as possible for businesses to 
get back to work.” 

Craig’s Café in Quincy 
Center was among the eater- 
ies that opened for outdoor 
dining on Monday. The 
restaurant, which remained 
opened for takeout since 


March, expanded its outdoor 
space along the sidewalk on 
Hancock Street from four to 
seven tables, with room for 
up to 28 patrons at a time. 

Owner Tom Anacone 
said Craig’s Café served 
about 30 customers in its 
outdoor dining area on the 
first day back, in addition 
to takeout orders, which he 
said is typical for a Monday. 

“People were happy to 
be at a table,” Anacone said. 
“It was gorgeous day. We’ re 
happy to be open, happy to 
see people and we’re look- 
ing forward to the week- 
end.” 

Anacone added there 
would be somewhat of a 
learning curve for staff and 
customers as they adjust to 
the new guidelines from the 
State.

Monday. Stores must limit 
occupancy to eight people 
— including customers and 
staff — per 1,000 Square feet 
of space, or 40 percent of 
the retailer’s maximum per- 
mitted occupancy, which- 
ever is greater. 

Shopping malls and 
other indoor, multi-tenant 
retail spaces were likewise 
allowed to re-open on Mon- 
day, provided they . follow 
the 40 percent occupancy 
rule. Amenities like seating 
in food courts, children’s 
play areas, and arcades must 
remain closed; restaurants 
can continue to provide car- 
ryout service. 

Grocery stores and retail 
stores with pharmacy ser- 
vices must provide at least 
one hour of dedicated time 
for adults 60 years of age 
and older, while all stores 
are encouraged, to offer ex- 
clusive hours or other ac- 
commodations for high-risk 
populations. 

Lodgings — such as ho- 
tels, motels, and others — 
were also allowed to ramp 
up operations starting Mon- 
day. Event spaces inside 
lodgings, however, must 
remain closed. Other ame- 
nities, like pools and spas, 
can re-open at the same time 
free-standing facilities of 
the same sort are allowed to 


re-open. 

In addition, operators 
must inform guests at both 
reservation and check-in 
about the state’s policy urg- 
ing travelers to self-quaran- 
tine for 14 days when arriv- 
ing in Massachusetts from 
out of state. 

Childcare facilities, rec- 
reational camps, and munic- 
ipal youth programs were 
allowed to re-open as well 
on Monday, but overnight 
camps will not be permit- 
ted until the third phase at 
the earliest. Those facilities 
have to follow a variety of 
new rules, including daily 
health screenings and tem- 
perature checks for children 
and workers. 

Various personal services 
without close contact were 
also allowed to begin on 
Monday. They include home 
cleaning, window washing, 
photography, career coach- 
ing and tutoring. 

Additional personal ser- 
vices with close contact, 
including nail and skin care, 
hair removal and replace- 
ment, message therapy, 
makeup salons, tanning sa- 
lons, tattoo and piercing ser- 
vices, and personal training, 
could re-open later in phase 
two. 

Outdoor recreational fa- 
cilities — including pools, 
playgrounds, spray decks, 


mini golf, go karts and bat- 
ting cages — were allowed to 
re-open on Monday as well. 
Outdoor driving ranges 
were allowed to re-open too. 
Outdoor historic spaces can 
also re-open at this time, but 
no functions or guided tours 
are allowed yet. 

Baker said the outdoor 
recreational opportunities 
would give families some- 
thing new to do with the 
school year coming to an 
end. 

“Parents have been put- 
ting up with a lot for the past 
several months, and I hope 
phase two will offer some 
different kinds of outlets for 
kids,” he said. 

Limited organized youth 
and adult amateur sports 
were also allowed to re- 
sume Monday, but contact, 
games and scrimmages are 
not yet allowed. The state’s 
professional sports teams 
have been allowed to prac- 
tice since June 1, provided 
they follow their respective 
league’s rules for doing so, 
but games are not yet al- 
lowed and the public is not 
allowed to enter team facili- 
ties. 

Non-athletic instruction- 
al classes in arts, education 
and life skills for youths 
under the age of 18 is also 


permitted in groups of fewer 


than 10 starting this week.

Driving and flight schools 
can also re-open. Other cer- 
tain schools can also re-open 
on a limited other basis. 

Funeral homes will be 
allowed to increase their ca- 
pacity to permit 40 percent 
occupancy for one service at 
a time. 

Warehouses and distribu- 
tion centers can also re-open 
in the second phase. 

In addition to those busi- 
nesses, health care provid- 
ers may also incrementally 
resume in-person elective, 
non-urgent procedures and 
services, including routine 


office visits, dental vis- 
its and vision care subject 
to compliance with public 
health and safety standards. 
All other in-person medical, 
behavioral health, dental and 
vision services were also al- 
lowed to re-open Monday, 
except for elective cosmetic 
procedures and in-person 
day programs, which will be 
included in the third phase. 
Telehealth must continue to 
be utilized and prioritized to 
the greatest extent possible, 
whenever feasible and ap- 
propriate. 


“Another important part 
of phase two is the return 
of preventive health care 
services. For months, our 
health care providers...have 
pushed off annual exams 
and procedures like mam- 
mograms,  colonoscopies 
and heart screenings due to 
COVID-19,” Baker said. 

“We urge our medical 
providers to reach out to 
your patients — particularly 
those with pre-existing con- 
ditions or vulnerable cir- 
cumstances — and schedule 
those appointments soon.”

Tuesday night, citizens of Quincy came 
together to protest police brutality against 
Black and brown Americans and to advo- 
cate for equity and justice.

The Quincy 
Police Department not only. protected 
their fellow citizens, but engaged in pow- 
erful moments of solidarity, with many 
officers kneeling in the memory of Black 
lives lost to law enforcement. QPD forc- 
es appeared in the ordinary clothing and 
equipment that signaled respect and good 
intentions. Protestors were passionate, but 
nothing turned confrontive.

part of the country doesn’t have those kind 
of officers, especially in Massachusetts.” 
Unfortunately, we have ample evidence 
that in our region, police forces are just 
like the rest of us, shaped often in ugly 
ways by the racial history of this country, 

Wednesday morning, the Boston Globe 
carried yet another story of an African- 
American Massachusetts driver stopped 
by police and humiliated in threatening 
ways because he had made a wrong turn. 
In our own city, many Black residents 
report being stopped and searched much 
more than their peers. We do not-have 
any Statistics to suggest racial bias in our 
city’s policing — but we are also not aware 
of publicly available data that would al- 
low the community to be more aware of 
how such dynamics play out in our com- 
munity. We need to build on all that is 
good in our city and work to ensure that 
Quincy avoids terrible situations such as 
we have seen play out elsewhere. 

We ask that the City of Quincy: 

¢ Create a public interface for statistics 
on stops and police actions so that we can 
understand how our policing works better

Some of the protests held 
across the country since the 
death of Floyd, including 
ones in Minneapolis and At- 
lanta, have ended with loot- 
ing, destruction of property 
and confrontations between 
demonstrators and law en- 
forcement. Protests in Bos- 
ton. on May-31 and Worces- 
ter on June’1 both began 
peacefully before rioters 
moved in and began loot- 
ing stores and vandalizing 
property. 

More than 100 Quincy 
officers and others from 
nearby communities were 
on patrol in Quincy Cen- 
ter for the demonstration, 
and several area businesses 
boarded up their windows 
with plywood as a precau- 
tion. 

Quincy police said there 
was just one arrest in Quincy 
Center during the evening of 
June 2. A Chelsea man was 
stopped by police about an 
hour before the vigil and 
arrested after he attempted 
to stab two officers with a 
knife.

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Dignity Of The Human Person: George Floyd And Police 


By MOTHER OLGA of the SACRED HEART 

Last week, people of our Nation and beyond watched 
the senseless and brutal death of George Floyd. His cry for 
help when he couldn’t breathe will be heard in Heaven for 
justice. Discrimination, racism and a brutal act of denying 
somebody’s right to breathe and live are not acceptable in 
the eyes of God and any human person. Much has been said 
and more has been demonstrated about this tragedy. 

The development of the demonstrations and protests has 
definitely impacted our Nation. It will require a lot of work 
on the part of every American to be healed from the effects 
of what has taken place recently in our country. One of my 
favorite quotes from Reverend Martin Luther King Jr., is 
from his speech, “Strength to Love,” which he gave in 1963, 
“The ultimate measure of a man is not where he stands in 
moments of comfort and convenience, but where he stands 
at times of challenge and controversy.” 

his is the question for all of us today when we reflect 
on the recent challenges in our country; where do we stand 
in times of such darkness, lack of justice, anger and frustra- 
tion? 

As a Religious Sister in the Roman Catholic Church, | 
believe in the dignity of every human person from the mo- 
ment of conception to natural death. My respect for ev- 
ery human person is based on the acknowledgment and the 
value of the dignity of every individual as a human being, 
without any distinction of race, nationality, religion, politi- 
cal opinion or social class. 

One of the blessings of our country is that we are a Na- 
tion of democracy where people have the freedom to speak 
and defend their rights. In the Declaration of Independence, 
1776, we read: “We hold these truths to be self-evident, that 
all men are created equal, that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable Rights, that among these 
are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness.” So, the 
right to life is fundamental for every human person. George 
Floyd was deprived of that right. George Floyd and many 
others who have experienced discrimination or racism de- 
serve justice. I personally don’t believe that there is sys- 
temic racism in our country, even though there are, unfortu- 
nately, some places and communities that might still suffer 
the effects of discrimination, especially because of the color 
of their skin. 3 

To have an effective and fruitful justice for generations 
to come, we have to begin by addressing the roots of the 
problem, and to do so we need a peaceful demonstration, a 
creative protest and a common ground where all voices are 
heard and visions are shared. For this to take place we need 
openness to dialogue so that justice may be served for all. 

There is no doubt that for George Floyd’s family, among 
many others who have experienced these kinds of tragedies, 
their lives have been changed forever. At the same time, the 
“label” that this tragedy has put on a lot of good police of- 
ficers has changed their lives and the lives of their families 
as well. I have seen behind George Floyd’s story the grief of 
his young wife and the sorrow of his little daughter. I have 
also seen the fear or the shame of some children who no 
longer want to say “Daddy is a police officer,” or a mother 
not wanting to share that her daughter is a police officer. 
Behind George Floyd, all who. have suffered. discrimina-

On June 2nd more than 4,000 supporters 
of Black Lives Matter and Quincy residents rallied in the 
center of Quincy. Organizers of the event expressed their 
voices and all who gathered chanted their longing for jus- 
tice. Many of the Quincy officers worked tirelessly to pro- 
vide a safe environment for those who came to demonstrate

their concerns as well as for the neighborhood and local 
businesses. One of my favorite quotes froni Mother Teresa 
is, “You can do things I cannot do, and I can do things you 
cannot do, but together we can do something beautiful for 
God.” I felt that night the right of people to demonstrate 
what they believe and the right of police officers to exercise 
their duty to protect the citizens of Quincy created indeed 
something beautiful for all. From all the thousands who 
gathered, no one was injured, no car was smashed, no busi- 
ness was vandalized, and no store was looted. This is a 
tremendous credit to the people of Quincy and to the Quincy 
Police department. It was a powerful scene to witness the 
respect that the protesters showed to police officers and 
the solidarity that the officers expressed with the protesters 
when they all knelt together. 

Three days after the protest in Quincy, on June Sth, I at- 
tended the funeral of an Army veteran. At the cemetery, the 
families of veterans received the American flag in gratitude 
for their loved ones who served our Nation. After the prayer 
service at the grave site, there were two Army officers, one 
white, one black, who saluted the American flag with so 
much reverence and began to fold it together and presented 
it to the wife of the Army veteran. It was a striking scene to 
see two Army men, white and black, reverencing the same 
American flag of the same Nation for whom they have com- 
mitted their lives to serve. It was a powerful witness of the 
make-up of the dignity of our Nation. 

In every Nation, every school, every office, every de- 
partment, every business, every political party, as in every 
household, though people might be together under the same 
roof, they can be different from each other. We all have 
seen the good and the bad. At the same time, no parents 
will abandon their children regardless of their life choices 
or, at times, mistakes. Our Nation is a family, though we are 
not perfect, what unites us is bigger, much more valuable 
and more important than what divides us. Any problem in 
a family will never be fixed by pointing fingers, but rather 
by coming together with open hearts and minds to listen 
and to heal. Today, more than ever in our Nation we need 
to come together with the same openness. President John

O’Donnell: Homeowners Taking Advantage Of Low Interest Rates 


Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell reports a 
surge in mortgage lending 
prevented what would have 
been a disappointing month 
of May for the Norfolk 
County real estate market. 

“During May 2020, 
1,194 real estate sales were 
recorded, a 31% decrease 
year over year. However, 
the average sales price, both 
residential and commercial, 
actually increased 40% to 
$984 666,” O’Donnell said. 

“This number was im- 
pacted by a $51 million 
sale recorded against a 
Canton commercial prop- 
erty on 5/29/20. Total dol- 
lar sales volume for May 
was $659 million, a 16% 
decrease from the previous 
year. There is no- question 
the COVID-19 pandemic 
continues to negatively im- 
pact real estate sales activ- 
ity county wide. Real estate 
brokers and agents continue 
+o report being unable to 
hold open houses. With the 
economy beginning to re- 
open, we are optimistic real 
estate sales numbers will 
pick up, if not in June hope- 
fully later in the summer 
and early fall,” he noted. 

During May, homeown- 
ers continued to take advan- 
tage of low interest rates to 
refinance existing mortgag- 
és. The month of May saw 
a total of 3,564 mortgages 
recorded in Norfolk County, 
a 43% increase compared 
to May 2019. Total mort- 
gage borrowing came in at

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$1.35 billion. “These past 
few months,’ O’Donnell 
said, “have been extraordi- 
nary for the Norfolk County 
lending market. It will be 
interesting to see how long 
this momentum can be sus- 
tained.” 

A total of 7 foreclosure 
deeds were recorded in May. 
However, there were 0 No- 
tice to Foreclose Mortgages, 
the first step in the foreclo- 
sure process, recorded dur- 
ing the month. This reflects 
the moratorium placed on 
foreclosures and evictions 
during the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

“While foreclosure activ- 
ity fell this past month, the 
Norfolk County Registry of 
Deeds continues to partner 
with two non-profit orga- 
nizations that counsel and 
assist those struggling with 
foreclosure,” | O’Donnell 
said. “The groups are Quin- 
cy Community Action Pro- 
grams, 617-479-8181 x376, 
and NeighborWorks Hous- 
ing Solutions, 508-587- 
0950. These organizations 
are available to help anyone 
who has received a Notice 
to Foreclose Mortgage from 
a lender or is struggling to 
make mortgage payments. 
Another option is to contact 
the Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s Consumer Advo- 
cacy and Response Division 
(CARD) at 617-727-8400. 
Each of these programs are 
staffed by knowledgeable 
professionals.

a century of connecting people with homes 
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sue is urged to avail them- 
selves of these excellent 
programs.” 

Homestead activity again 
showed reduced numbers in 
May. A total of 796 Home- 
stead documents were re- 
corded during the month, a 
31% decrease from the pre- 
vious year. 

“The Homestead law 
provides limited protection 
against the forced sale of a 
homeowner’s primary resi- 
dence to satisfy unsecured 
debt up to $500,000. I urge 
Norfolk County homeown- 
ers to consider this impor- 
tant consumer protection 
tool,” O’Donnell said. 

In conclusion, O’ Donnell 
stated, “During May, the 
Norfolk County Registry 
of Deeds remained open 
for the recording of land 
documents. This occurred 
despite all the issues sur- 
rounding the COVID-19 
pandemic. While our build- 
ing was closed to the gen- 
eral public and real estate 
professionals alike, Reg- 
istry operations continued 
unabated. We continued to 
utilize social distancing and 
split work shifts to keep the 
Registry office functioning. 

“A key factor in our abil- 
ity to remain operationally 
viable was the utilization 
of electronic recording for 
our institutional users. We 
also continued to receive 
land documents for record- 
ing from both regular mail 
and Federal Express. Also, a 
drop-off box in front of our 
main entrance at 649 High 
St., Dedham, continues to 
be available for those indi- 
viduals who want to bring 


their land documents to the 
Registry for recording. 
“Looking at the numbers, 
there is no question the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic has had a 
profound and significant im- 
pact on the Norfolk County 
real estate market. What has 


saved us is a remarkable 


run in the mortgage lending 
market fueled by low inter- 
est rates. By keeping our of- 
fice open for the recording 
of land documents, we have 
allowed the Norfolk County 
real estate market to remain 
viable. Norfolk County 
residents need to know that 
the recording fee and deeds 
excise tax monies collected 
are utilized by state, county, 
and «local governments to 
pay for critical services in- 
cluding education, police 
& fire, and social services 
needed by many of our 
neighbors and those less 
fortunate. 

We again want to thank

Folk Art --- Folk art, by 
definition, is a homemade or 
handmade piece by an un- 
trained artist. It can be as large 
as a huge sculpture of found 
pieces of metal or as small as 
a ‘peach pit carved and made 
into a pendant. A realistic 
duck decoy, a quilt with origi- 
nal designs or a carved wood- 
en bust of a president can also 
be folk art. 

Women often made needle- 
work pieces to use that are 
collected today as vintage 
folk art. A 33- by 55-inch 
crocheted flag was sold at a 
Garth’s auction in Ohio re- 
cently. It was made of crepe 
paper and signed by Meta 
Schmitt of Omaha about 


1936. The 48-star flag was: 


probably made to display at 
a patriotic gathering, like a 
Fourth of July or a “Welcome 
Home Soldier” party. After 
the event, she must have care- 
fully stored it-in a dry, dark 
place away from newspaper 
ink or loose colored crepe pa- 
per that might bleed. With the 
flag was a 90-inch-long pole 
painted silver to look like a 
metal pole. It must have been 
stored with the flag. 
Collectors learn the hard way 
that parts of a set or a combi- 
nation of parts often get mis- 
placed when moved around 
in storage areas. Boxes or 
wrapping must be marked or 
labeled on the outside. If there 
is a special history or story, 
such as who made it and when 
it was used, write it down and 
put it in the box or tape it to 
the wrapping. Family photos 
of the party with the flag also 
will add to a selling price. Me- 
ta’s paper flag sold for $344.

When a Loose Dog Ap- 
proaches --- DEAR 
PAW’S CORNER: This 
weekend while hiking with 
my daughter on a public 
trail, a big dog ran straight 
up to us and started barking 
fiercely. We were frightened 
and didn’t know what to do, 
so we stood still until the 
dog ran off. What should we 
haye done instead? -- Paul 
in Lynn, Massachusetts 
DEAR PAUL: You and 
your daughter did the right 
thing by standing still when 
the dog approached. Run- 
ning away or waving your 
arms may further excite a 
dog and incite an attack. 
Preventive Vet has an excel- 
lent post detailing what to 
do when approached by a 
strange dog, including com- 
mon body language that can 
help you interpret whether 
the dog is relaxed, alert or 
feeling threatened (go to 
wWw.preventivevet.com 
and search for “off-leash 
dog”). 
Here are additional steps to 


take when approached: 

1. Stay calm and observe 
the dog’s body language and 
behavior as it approaches. 
2. Place your walking stick 
in front of you, between you 
and the dog. 

3. If it comes close, put out 
a hand and say “Go home!” 
or “Sit!” 

4. Startle a dog that doesn’t 
leave: Bang your stick 
against the ground (don’t 
wave or swing it) and yell 
“Go home!” 

Another recommendation is 
to carry dog treats on walks. 
If a loose dog approaches 
and won’t leave, toss a treat 
away from you (but in their 
line of sight) and when they 
go to eat it, calmly depart 
the area. 

Some owners will take issue 
with the idea of strangers 
tossing treats at their dog. 
But letting their dogs run 
off leash and out of view 
is risky to the dog and to 
other people, and just plain 
irresponsible. Ideally, dogs 
should be trained to stay 
within sight of their owners 
and well socialized to other 
humans; otherwise, they 
need to be on a leash.

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House Passes Bill To Support 
Commonwealth’s Restaurants 


House Speaker Robert 
DeLeo and Rep. Tackey 
Chan of Quincy joined their 
colleagues in the House to 
pass legislation that pro- 
vides more tools to the res- 
taurants of Massachusetts in 
the wake of the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

The legislative package 
adopted June 3rd aims to 
assist a sector that has been 
hard hit by COVID-19. The 
measures passed are intend- 
ed to help restaurants weath- 
er the economic crisis in the 
wake of the pandemic. The 
package eases outdoor din- 
ing restrictions, expands al- 
cohol delivery options to in- 
clude mixed drinks, extends 
takeout options to February 
2021, interest on 
late meals tax payments and 

caps the amount that can be 
charged a food delivery ser- 
vice. 

In 2019, the House cre- 
ated the Restaurant Promo- 
tion Commission, which 
is being repurposed as the 
Restaurant Recovery Com- 
mission. The bill builds on 
the House’s general focus 
on restaurants and previous 
action to permit alcohol de- 
livery with meals as well as 
its focus on restaurants as an 
anchor on main streets. 

“No corner of the small 
business sector has been 
more affected by thé pan- 
demic than our restaurants,” 
DeLeo said. “I’m grateful
